EW YORK, |, Nov. 6.—{ Exclusive 
Dispatch.]} Over half a million 
voters went to the polls in Amer- 
cas greatest municipality yesterday, 
and by a decisive vote rebuked the 
Tammany Tiger and set the seal of ap- 
proval on decency and business-like 
methods in city government. 

At 1 o'clock this morning the returns 
indicated that Seth Low had been 
elected Mayor by at least 30,000 over 
Shepard, the Fusion candidate. The 
returns showed that Low had carried 
every county in the city except Queens, 
which was very close. The same re- 
turns Indicated the election of Jerome 
(Fus) for District Attprney, and the 
entire Fusion city and county ticket, 
with the possible exception of Oakley, 
the Tammany candidate for Sheriff, 
who may pull through with a small ma- 
jority. Van Wyck, the Tammany can- 
dGidate for Supreme Justice, and in 
whose interests the whole tremendous 
force of the Democratic organization 
was exerted, ran 20,000 votes behind 
the ticket, and is buried beneath an 
avalanche of votes, the people disap- 
proving of Van Wyck's course as 
Mayor of New York.

Senator Depew dropped 
his ballot into the box at 9:16 o'clock 
a.m., and Mayor Van Wyck waited un- 
til 3 o’cleck p.m. 

The practical use of a voting ma- 
chine was demonstrated in the Bight- 
eenth District, Brooklyn, and the result 
was knowm at 5:02 o'clock in the after- 
‘noon, immediately after the polls were 
closed.

Saturday, however, 
came the dispatch from M. Baptiste, 
announcing the issuance of the Sul- 
tan's irade accepting the Lorando claim 
in its entirety, as France demanded. 
This dispatch slightly modified the as- 
pect of the situation, inasmuch as M. 
Delcasse came to the conclusion that 
the Sultan would now settle the money 
claims and, within a few days, would 
roduce the guarantees which France 
manded for their payment. 
CHANGE OF POLICY. 
The necessity for seizing big customs, 
therefore, became less pressing, al- 
though the necessity for occupying 
Turkish territory in order to exercise 
pressure compel the Sultan to 
concede the demands respecting Turk- 
ey’s disregard of French treaty rights, 
still remained urgent. The government 
therefore decid that Admiral Gail- 
lard should occupy a couple of ports 
on the Island of Mitylene, which is con- 
yeniently close to Smyrna. It is the 
government's impression that the Sul- 
tan will satisfactorily settle the mone- 
tary question. Should the customs re- 
ceipts prove not sufficient to satisfy 
the French demands, Smyrna can ye 
be occupied. In the mean time, the oc- 
cupation of the ports on the Island 
of Mitylene is more convenient from a 
military point of view, as the French 
cannot easly be disturbed, whereas, 
Smyrna bejng on the mainiand, its oc- 
cupation might have more serious re- 
sulte than desired. The French gov- 
ernment, however, trusts that the 
whole controversy will shortly be ar- 
ranged to its satisfaction, and hopes 
that the treaty stipulations will be 
tried out by the issue of an irade 
such as giving certain French schools 
permission to continue, which thus far 
has been withheld and also by mving 
official recognition throughout the Turk- 
ish empire, to Ciplomas issued by the 
French medical faculty at Beyrout, etc. 
Telegrams from oulon report the 
utmost activity in the preparations to 
place a squadron in readiness for any 
eventuality.

Taft, who prob- 
ably will be unable to resume his duties 
for some weeks to come. The news- 
papers approve of the appointment.

WANT DLOCKADE RAISED. 
Advices from Tacloban, capital of the 
isiand of Leyte, report that the presi- 
dents of various towns in the island 
have waited upon Brig.-Gen. Smith 
and complained to him that the people 
are unable to procure food because of 
the blockade that is maintained alon 
the Strait of San Juanico.

the main, upon abstract principles of 
right and justice and prudence which 
are obvious to every well-balanced 
mind. 

The courts in various parts of the 
country have laid down with a con- 
siderable degree of clearness the 
rights of “pickets,” and the limita- 
tions thus defined are so obviously in 
accord with the fundamental princi- 
ples of right and justice that they 
must stand in spite of all attempts te 
overthrow them. With perhaps one 
or two exceptions, judicial decisions 
on the subject of picketing have 
recognized the right of “pickets” to 
employ peaceful persuasion to induce 
non-union men to take the places 
of strikers, but have denied their right 
to use force or intimidation to pre- 
vent men from working who desire 
to work. This is the substance of 
nine-tenths of the judicial rulings on 
this subject. Could any just judge 
go further? Can the “right” to use 


ceded? The question furnishes its 
own answer. 

Injunctions granted by the courts in 
labor disputes have almost invariably 
been granted for the purpose of pre- 
venting strikers from resorting to 
acts of violence and intimidation in 
order to prevent other mén from ac- 
cepting the employment which they 
have refused. Injunctions in such 
cases work no hardship to law-abid- 
ing men. They merely act in re- 
straint of law-breaking and law- 
breakers. Since Debs made his

violence and intimidation be con- 


injunction,” many other demagogues 
and inciters of disorder have parroted

WALDRON DOWNED AGAIN. 

Defeat has again overtaken the Wal- 
dron forces in their repulsive war 
against municipal ownership of the 
waterworks. 


In their t begun against the City 
Council for a writ of review to nullify 
the proceedings taken to authorize a 
bond election in August and to oe 
the holding of an election, Judge B. 
Williams of Ventura listened to a ae 
murrer yesterday, and sustained the 
city in its contention. The issues in 
the controversy were quite similar to 
those in the action decided for the city 
by Judge Winmams about two weeks 
ago, wherein the validity of the City 
Charter was viciously attacked, while 
the unmistakable object of both suits 
was to hamper the sale of the bonds. 

The court yesterday. sustained the 
city’s demurrer without leave to the 
litigious Waldron to amend his cause- 
less complaint, consequently the case 
was dismissed, but not without a judg- 
ment in favor of the city for $4 costs. 
At any rate Waldron is $4 poorer by 
reason of his unpopular lawsuits—pro- 
vided he is able to satisfy the insignifi- 
cant judgment.

NE of the most important real 
é@state deals in Los Angeles this 
season has for its object the build- 
ing of a magnificent theater and office 
Dock on Broadway, which, according 
to present plans, will eclipse all simi- 
lar structures in the city in size and 
elegance. 
The site selected for this important 
enterprise is the old Mesmer home- 
stead property, at No. 125 South Broad- 
way, almost directly opposite the lot 
recently purchased for the location of 
the proposed new building of the 
Chamber of Commerce. 
The Mesmer property has a frontage 
of 62 feet on Broadway and 125 feet on 
Hill street, each front having a depth 
of 166 feet, making an L-shaped piece 
of ground of the following dimensions: 
North side of inverted L, 330 feet; east 
end (Broadway front.) 62 feet; foot of 
L. (Hili-street front,) 125 feet: south 
end of I., 165 feet. The property is at 
present unimproved save for a few 
cheap office buildings and tenements, 
including the old Mesmer residence. 
which has 1 since been abandoned 
to the uses of business. 
Boon after the death of the late 
Louis Mesmer, the old homestead, along 
with his other property, was adver- 
t for sale by the administrator of 
his estate, in carrying out the pro- 
visions of decedent's will.

Through Mr. Hunter's efforts the 
firm of Mason & Eaton is to come in 
possession of this fine piece of real 
estate as soon as all the formalities of 
the law can be complied with. Under 
the statutes an administrator's sale is 
encumbered with a good deal of red 
tape and this must all be unraveled be- 
fore the transfer can be actually made. 
Messrs. Mason 4 Eaton have already 
made a generous depos t to bind the bar- 
gain for the purchas: of the property,

A lease for the proposed new theater 
has already been signed up with Man- 
ager Harry C. Wyatt of the Los An- 
les Theater, who has for some time 
mn trying to induce some capitalist 
to build a new playhouse on Broadway. 
it has been rumored from time to time 
that negotiations for a new theater on 
Broadway somewhere south of Third 
street were about complete, but it ap- 
pears now that u r Broadway is the 
more apt to get this much-desired im- 


provement. 
The location selected by Messrs. 
Mason & ton for their proposed 


playhouse is an ideal one, being so near 
the business center, and all lines of 
street-car transportation. Besides, the 
shape and topography of the ground 
tery much favor the enterprise. The 
carrying out of their full design, how- 
ever, will probably depend in a large 
measure upon the amount of encour- 
agement they will receive from adja- 
cent property holders, who would he

In the midst of a multiplicity of ru- 
mors concerning sales which, upon in-
